While he was holding 
a feast in the great hall one of the 
dispossessed monks entered and sol- 
emnly cursed the family, declaring that 
the Montagu line should "perish by 
lire a:id water." It was not till 1793, 
two centuries later, that the curse was 
fulfilled. In that year Cowdray house 
•was destroyed by fire, and a week 
later the last Viscount IMontagu was 
ferowncd in the Rhine. 


After the death of the last Lord 


Montagu the Cowdray property came 
Into the possession of the Discount's 
sister. Mrs. Stephen F'oyntz, who soon 
after receiving the estate lost her two 
sons by drowning at Bagnor. On the 
death of Mrs. Poyntz the property was 
divided between her three daughters, 
but was sold to The earl of Edgmont 
in 1S-13.
